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If any collaborators 0 ^ those who bombed New York*s World Trade Center are caught 
our government must not deport them. Khat would be abusive from what we have been told 
by the major media as well as by the UN* 

Casualties reported 12 hours after th^t^ massive bombing include at least five 
killed and more than 600 injured, some seriously, some critically. The bomb destroyed 
several floors of garages at the base of the 110-floor building and collapsed the ceiling 
of the raiiroad station below them. 

Although the IJnited States, after World War I, deported great numbers^ and Saddam, 
after the ^ulf war, deported about 300,000 Palestinians, the media and the UN singled out 
Israel for criticism after it deported 400 collaborators of HAMAS, the terrorist organi- 
zation^ claiming the religious right to destroy Israel. HAMAS did murder many Israelis. 

If they cannot be deported as the terrorists that boast they are, can those who 
collaborated in the terroristic bombing of the World Trade Center be deported under 
this new standard we and the UN have set? 
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
